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The Donald B. Thomas Memorial Foundation Wood 
by John Regitko, CAWMC Life Member #LM265 


Donald B. Thomas was the owner and publisher of Canadian Coin Stamp Antique News after it was sold by Krause 
Publication of lola, Wisconsin. He split the magazine into Canadian Coin News and Canadian Stamp News, selling off the 
Antique portion to another entity. 


While Thomas was owner of the publications, he instigated a plan to promote the numismatic hobby to juniors. The 
Foundation awarded cash prizes to outstanding junior numismatists, but | am not aware of any juniors that benefited from 
the Foundation's largesse. 


Directors of the Foundation were Al Bliman, Jim Charlton, Robert Aaron, 
Louis Scoop Lewry, John Talman and Albert Rosen. Although its charter 
states that it must have "a minimum of 11 and a maximum of 11 / 
directors," | could not locate a list of other directors. Bliman was f — 
appointed Executive Secretary by Thomas, and the board of governors 
voted him in as chairman. 


Bliman teamed up with Louis "Scoop" Lewry, chairman of Coin Week 
Canada to issue 1,000 woods (red obverse, blue reverse) in 1982 in 50 
mm size (Belsten #5904-002). 





Although Bliman lived in North York and Lewry in Moose Jaw, the official address of the Foundation is shown on the wood, 
hence the listing Belsten gives it is the "5904" grouping of Mississauga, ON. 


The Foundation was registered under the Canada Corporations Act on October 12, 1978. With the death of Thomas, his son 
stayed involved for a while until it was disbanded. The last year of the company's filing under the Canada Corporations Act as 
a not-for-profit organization was 2009, although its corporate status was not dissolved by Corporations Canada until April 4, 
2015 (corporation 761192) due to non-compliance of filing of required documents. 


THE DONALD D. PATERSON CHEQUE 


At the February 20, 1978 meeting of the Toronto Coin Club, coin designer Donald D. Paterson shared his knowledge of 
graphic design with the audience. He also took the opportunity to promote the Donald B. Thomas Memorial Foundation. 


Paterson hand drew a cheque 18" wide by 13" high, made payable to the Foundation. He incorporated my banking 
information. It was deposited in the bank account of the Foundation and forwarded to my bank. Both banks cancelled the 
oversize cheque as with any normal transaction, transporting it in a round sleeve between the banks. My branch of the Royal 
Bank of Canada contacted me when they received it and returned it to me. | still have it, 38 years later, including the sleeve 
that shows the banks' transfer information. The photo shows (from left) Donald D. Paterson and Donald B. Thomas’ son 
presenting the special cheque to me at the Toronto Coin Club meeting.

Ogidaki Mountain Trade Token 
by Judy Blackman, F.O.N.A., K.St.E. 





This undated brown / brown, 1.5 inch diameter wood is a $10 token coin from Ogidaki Mountain in Norther Ontario near 
Sault Ste Marie. 


Robert Cuerrier (Farmer Bob) owner of Wildflowers: “Ogidaki Mountain General Store opened in 1974 on Bruce Street. It 
was a jeans store. Wildflowers, its’ sister store, opened as a contemporary ladies shop in 1977 on the corner of East and 
Queen (SSM). Heather Whyte managed the stores and Twyla Lucas did some very memorable window displays. We were 
young, and even | was cool back then. | had just come out of living several years in the bush before opening the stores and 
instantly becoming a ladies wear buyer with a particular interest in lingerie. We had great fun. We did a promotion called 
Great Northern Nights where we stayed open late, had a wood cook stove out on the street and cooked sausages and hot 
chocolate for all the customers. We had a fiddler and banjo act inside for dancing. We ran a dog sled shuttle down Queen 
Street giving folks a ride between the stores. The whole evening awash in dry red wine, no permits, no permission, we just 
did it. Things were a little looser and livelier back then. And heck, money was comin’ then in faster than | could spend it on 
Saturday night.” This was likely the time when the Ogidaki Mountain store token was issued. Originally the source of the 
wood had said it could be used at the Searchmont Trading Post and other tradings posts in the area; however, Al Munro had 
a friend who said it was for a clothing store, and then | was able to get this information from a 2012 issue of the Sault Star. 


The Ogidaki Mountain, a high hill in the Algoma Highlands north of Sault Ste. Marie, was once thought to be the highest 
point in Ontario (this was changed with the release of 1:50,000 series topographical maps in 1970, then identifying 
Ishpatina Ridge / Tower Summit as the highest peak). Date summited July 22, 2008—Ogidaki now sits at #7, and depending 
on who you ask is 2,182 feet / 665 metres high — | seen photo from a climber by a maket that said 2,203 feet at the 
summit. Today, although a series of active and overgrown logging roads lead to the summit along with abandoned shacks 
(logging camps and earth science centres), it is seldom visited. A fire tower once stood at the summit but the Ontario 
Ministry of Natural Resources removed the fire tower in May of 2016. 


Robert Cuerrier is called Farmer Bob as he owns Mockingbird Hill Farm (943 Landslide 
4», Road, SSM), and Bob who delves deep into his Metis roots recreates his heritage. The 

») Farm depicts a typical horse-drawn homestead farm with pioneer’s menagerie of animals 
— a few pigs, sheep, goats, cows, chickens, ducks, turkeys, cats and dogs. The Farm is 
/ open year-round to the public. The Farm has a Corn Maze which is a walking trail puzzle 
* cut through the towering corn stalks. The most recent addition is a nostalgic Wildflower 
~~ Walk, a kilometre trail that meanders through the farmstead and connects all the 
™ elements of the Farm (begins at Market Garden and follows path beside Church, takes 
so you to the Corn Field, and out to the Christmas Tree plantation, through the Meadow to 
the Wigwam (Ojibway birchbark), onto the historic Buchan House (squared timbered log 
house—with historic heritage designation) back to the Market Garden. The Walk has been featured on national TV’s CTV 
Canada AM. —_—_ 





Farmer Bob refers to Mockingbird Hill as ‘agri-tainment’ and boasts that 
no motors have been or are used in building or maintaining the farm. 
Bob begain developing this 7O-acres farm in 1984 as part of a Provin- 
cial initiative to use headwater lands owned and managed by Conversa- § 
tion Authorities as areas of passive recreation and public education. 
There was some funding from Community Development Corp. of Sault 
Ste. Marie & Area (approved by the Conservation Authority) which al- 
lowed the addition of the Wildflowers Walk to the Farm.

In July 2016, when on the road trip in the Yukon (& Alaska), | stopped in at 
the new Mile 1016 Pub in Haines Junction, YT., and inquired if the Pub 
had, and used, a drink token. 


To my delight, | was told, by the owners (Corrie & Tyson) that a wood drink 
token was “in the works”, and when it was received, they would be happy 
to send me a sample! They also advised that this “new” token was to be a 
reworked token, e.g. over a Surplus token from a previous nearby Lounge. 


Recently (September), as promised, | received a copy of the “new” wood. 
Incidentally, this new Pub just opened for business in February of this year 
(2016), and is in a “stand alone” building next door to the Alcan Motor| 9) FO | LOUNGE 
Inn (and the former Gateway Lounge.. see more below). 7 HAINES

lt has the Mile 1016 Pub logo superimposed (laser etched) 
over the previous Lounge’s logo. This Superimposed log is 
brown in color. The reverse side maintains the previous 
lettering, e.g. “GOOD FOR 1 DRINK”. This color is dark blue. 
The size is the standard 38mm (1-1/2”), and 200 woods were 
so re-engraved. 


Discussions with Corrie and Tyson, revealed that the Mile 
1016 Pub woods were superimposed over wood drink tokens 
from the Gateway Lounge a Lounge owned and operated by 
(Dale & Fran Petterson), who owned and operated the 
adjoining Alcan Motor Inn, still in business next door, and now 
operated by the Petterson’s son, Clint McCuaig. The 
Pettersons operated the Gateway Lounge from the 19/70’s 
until 2011, when its doors closed. 5,000 of its woods were 
thought to have been made with many still “around.” The color 
on both sides is dark blue. 


My sincere Thanks are extended to Corrie and Tyson for their 
cooperation and willingness to share the above information.

Louise Graham, Grand Lady of Numismatics 


Louise M. Graham (nee Horan) born October 20, 1899 north of Toronto in Albion. Two years later 

she moved to Winnipeg and became a coin collector at age 2-1/2 years old. Donald Tobin (barber) 

put a Tobin Token in each of her hands (at one time she had 20 of these pieces). Her father gave her 

a Bank of Montreal bank to keep the tokens in. A streetcar conductor (family friend) also helped her 

to grow her coin and token collection. Her father died at age 8, and her uncle used her tokens to buy 

her a kewpie doll. In 1920 (still in Winnipeg) Louise married Doug Graham who worked for C.P.R. 

Hotels. In 1929 the couple moved to Toronto as Doug was transfer to open the Royal York Hotel, 

and the couple connected with numismatics in the city at that time. They attended their first Toronto 

Coin Club meeting in the York Room of the hotel at 1:30 p.m. on a Saturday. This began a long- 

history of serving in the hobby for Louise and when she joined the TCC, she was the only woman in the club. Louise was 
considered a pioneer for pulling women into formalized numismatics. Louise was: RCNA (CNA): 1954 Secretary, 1956 
General Secretary, 1958 General Secretary & Treasurer (held dual offices until 1969), 1969 General Secretary (held until 
1971), 1971 2nd Vice-President, and 1973 President (2-yr term). Recipient of the 19/76 J. Douglas Ferguson Award. / 
Toronto Coin Club: 1955 Treasurer, 1958 Secretary, and 1961 President (2-yr term). / North York Coin Club: 1964 President 
(2-yr term). / ONA: 1976 Convention General Chairperson. Recipient of 1972 Award of Merit. 








Scouting Woods by David Bawcutt 


|am not sure when | got four Scouting woods in my collection but the 1987 one was one year during a Gilwell Reunion. You 
collect a lot of different items over the years and | also have some Scouting medals. 


| made this wood to celebrate the 65t Anniversary of the Ontario Gilwell Reunion for 2016. Adult leaders who have 
completed their part two training in Scouting from Ontario and some US states attend a yearly reunion at Blue Springs near 
Acton on the weekend after Labour Day. The first reunion | went to was in 1985. The size is 1 15/16” x 3.5” x 3/16” thick, 
made of pine, black rubber stamped four lines on each side and a quantity of 103. On one side “65th ONTARIO GILWELL 
REUNION” and on the other side “BACK TO THE REUNION” (is the theme for this year’s reunion) and “SSGA” (is Scarborough 
South Gilwell Association). | gave out about 50 at the reunion. 





| would have received this wood below from the Brownsea District while attending one of their events during a Gilwell 
weekend. Each contingency has a marque tent in a large field where the members eat and meet during the weekend. At 
one time there was over 2000 people in attendance but this year they had about 800 registered. There is an opening 
Saturday morning for the reunion, each contingency can host an afternoon and evening event on Saturday, there is a 
campfire on Saturday evening and a Scouts Own Sunday morning before the closing and packing up to go home. There isa 
large field for parking and another field for setting up smaller tents for sleeping. The reunion is at the beginning of the 
Scouting year and members who attend the weekend get a chance to reunite with friends and bring back new ideas to their 
own group. | asked a member of Brownsea at this year’s reunion if she had any information on this wood. The Indiana 
members of the Brownsea District made 300 of this wood and gave each member a number of this wood to give out. | hope 
to get more information on other woods that they made for other past Gilwell reunions at next year’s reunion. 





The first Canadian Scout Jamboree was held in 1949 at Cannaught Ranges in Ottawa with an attendance of 2579. The 
wood below was from the 5t* Canadian Scout Jamboree (CJ) at Kananaskis Alberta in 1981 with an attendance of 19000. 
This wood is in Norm Belsten’s catalogue number 8510-003, issued in 1981, in a quantity of 500, 38 mm diameter, rarity 1 
and green both sides. Most of the Scout woods in Norm’s catalogue are issued for the World Scout Jamboree in Kananaskis 
Alberta in 1983. My oldest nephew attended the 7 Canadian Scout Jamboree at Port-la-Joye, Fort Amherst, P.E.I. in 1989 
as a Scout and the 1993 CJ on the service team in Kananaskis Alberta with an attendance of 12000. His younger brother 
attended the 2001 10th CJ at Cabot Beach Provincial Park in P.E.I. with 14000 in attendance. Next year’s jamboree will be 
the 13" Canadian Scout Jamboree at Camp Nedooae in Nova Scotia from July 8-15, 2017 open to Scouting youth from 11 
to 14 years old. | have been in the same Scout Group since | joined Cubs when | was eight but | have not attended a 
Jamboree. 
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The 16th World Scout Jamboree was held from December 30, 1987 to January 7, 1988 at Cataract Scout Park in Appin 
New South Wales Australia which is near Sydney. This was first World Scout Jamboree held in the Southern Hemisphere 
and the first to change the date from the traditional August to January to coincide with their summer. The specially 
constructed Scout tent city was situated on a 160-hectare site and was attended by 14,434 Scouts from 84 countries with 
around 13,000 more in attendance on Visiting Day. The theme was Bringing the World Together. The course of New Year's 
Day passed during the Jamboree and the opening ceremony of the Jamboree was at midnight on 31 December 1987 plus it 
was the first official event of Australia's Bicentenary. Highlights included the Challenge Valley obstacle course and the Great 
Aussie Surf Carnival for which all Scouts were shuttled in over 50 buses to Thirroul Beach. The United Kingdom contingent 
included Betty Clay who is the daughter of the founder of Scouting and eleven members of the Baden-Powell family which 
nine of whom were direct descendants of Robert Baden-Powell. In addition 18 Ranger Guides attended which is the first 
time members of the Guide Association were allowed to take part in a World Jamboree. This wood is available on e bay for 
$4.99 plus shipping (about $13.04) from a seller in Mesquite Texas. Its description is “Vintage Wooden Nickel”. When | 
searched for BSA Troop 736 on the internet it came up with this Troop 736 located in a number of different locations in the 
United States so | could not find any information on who issued this wood. 





Tidewater Council is a local council of the Boy Scouts of America (BSA). It serves the region of southeastern Virginia and 
north-eastern North Carolina. This region is often referred to as South Hampton Roads or the Tidewater or Tidewater 
Virginia area; hence the name of the council. | could not find any information on the wood below. It seems to promote pride 
in wearing the Scout uniform. 





Scouting woods are like other woods, they are issued as a keepsake after attending a special event or to promote the 
event.

Around the world we have holidays to celebrate, honour and recognize the Spirit World, specifically our deceased love ones. 
These span cultural groups, countries and traditions but all have common themes of sending prayers, making offerings and 
honouring the beauty of life with celebration. The most known are these 13: Qingming (China, first week of April); 
famadihana (turning of the bones - highlands of Madagascar - southern hemisphere winter June to Sep- 
tember); hungry ghost festival (China, 14th Lunar day in 7th Lunar month - usually between July-August); 
obon festival (Japan, month of August); gai jatra (Nepal, months of August and September); chuseok 
(South Korea, 15t" day of 8t? Lunar month - usually mid-September); the p’chum ben (Camodia and in 
Cambodian communities worldwide - 10t* Lunar month - usually between September-October); pitru 
paksha (fortnight of the ancestors - India - 16-day period during Ashwin month, 7t* month of lunisolar 
Hindu, overlaps September-October generally); Hallowe’en (Western Christians and many non-Christians 
around the world - October 315*); all saints’ and all souls’ days (Worldwide - anywhere with Catholic 
church observants - November 1-2); el dia de los muertos (Mexico and Latin America - first days of No- 
vember coinciding with Catholic observance of All Saints Day / All Souls’ Day); féte guédé /ghede (Haiti, 
November 2"¢); and dia de los natitas (Bolivia, November 9th), 


At the time of writing this, it was just days before October 31st, and my neighbourhood was elaborately 
decorated for Hallowe’en. This started me thinking how many Woodies might come to visit CAWMC 
members during the holiday. 
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Frank J. DeGilio (born March 2, 1907) was a member of the City of Poughkeepsie Board of Education for over 25 years and 
the former Dutchess County Board of Supervisors for 8 years. Frank passed away March 1, 1975 (1 day before his 78th 
birthday) in Poughkeepsie (N.Y.). Frank served the Elks Club for over 25 years and was very active in many other communi- 
ty and political initiatives. He was also a Safety Engineer with IBM for 26 years until his retirement in 1971. He was Presi- 
dent of the IBM Country Club Board of Directors and a Charter Member of the Italian Club. Frank’s first love was printing, 
which he taught at Schenectady and Ithaca High Schools prior to the Depression. With two printing presses in his base- 
ment, Frank ran a business making calling cards, stationery, and greeting cards, and balsa wood Christmas cards. He was 
the founder of the Merchant’s Press in Poughkeepsie. When the Depression arrived, he lost his teaching job, so returned 
home to do odd jobs until World War II broke out and he tried to enlist but was denied, so he went on to IBM. Frank was a 
former Secretary of the Mid-Hudson Coin Club and a member of the Dutchess Philatelic Society, and the CAWMC. In 1928 
Frank married Josephine Granata and together they had two children, daughter Terri (later Mrs. O’Shea) and son John F. 
DeGilio, this later resulted in 8 grandchildren, and 2 great-grandchildren (at time of Frank’s passing).

Joseph Douglas Ferguson was born at Bracebridge (Ontario) on October 26, 1901. He was the son of Reverend Doctor J.J. 
Ferguson and Susie Ferguson (nee Pearson). The family moved to Toronto where J.D. (“Doug” as he preferred) attended 
public school, then Humberside Collegiate Institute, and after that the University of Toronto. He was fortunate to become a 
friend of Lester B. Pearson and Vincent Massey. In September 1928, Doug married Bessie Helena Hubbell and they had 
one child, a son John Pearson Ferguson (who moved to Calgary). Susie died (January 14, 1979) barely 3 months after the 
couple celebrated their 50th Wedding Anniversary. Doug passed away December 7, 1981 at Cocoa Bank (Florida) where he 
wintered for about a dozen years. Doug first worked for Bell Telephone of Canada after he graduated university. In April 
1924, he transferred to Montreal for 10 years, then in June 1933 the family went to Stanstead (Quebec) as Doug accepted 
the General Manager position of Soencer Supports Ltd. (Rock Island). Doug developed in his role to be elected President 
and Managing Director, and served as Chairman of the Board (1969-1975). After retirement, he still continued as a Board 
of Directors’ member. Doug also served as President of the Canadian Corset Manufacturers Association. He also served 
the Canadian Manufacturers Association for over 30 years (1937-1968). He became Chairman of the Sherbrooke District 
and during the World War Il years, he progressed as Chairman for the Province of Quebec (1945-1946) to the position of 
National Vice-President (1949-1950/ 1952-1953). During 1953 he was elected as President and in 1968 he was appoint- 
ed as the First Honorary Life Member of the Association. He represented the CMA on the Board of Directors to the Interna- 
tional Chamber of Commerce of Canada. He served Canadian businesses in conferences in the United States, United 
Kingdom, and Asia. In 1962 he was a member and Vice-Chairman of Canadian Business and Industry Advisory Committee 
to the Organization for the Economic Cooperation and Development and N.A.T.O. as one of the two vice-chairmen. From 
1964-1966 he served as Chairman and as the First Member on the International Executive in Paris. Because of his 
connections in the world business community, Doug was often visited by Canadian cabinet ministers and prime ministers 
(he served under 4 PMs King. St. Laurent, Diefenbaker, Pearson) for consultations. 





Doug as a historian with long roots shared with him by his maternal grandfather Samuel Pearson and the families travels 
from the U.K. to the U.S. with William Penn. The family fled to Canada as United Empire Loyalists. Doug was active in the 
American Numismatic Association including as President (1941-1943). He was a member of the Royal Numismatic Society 
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fellow of the Canadian Numismatic Research Society, fellow of the American 
Numismatic Society, honorary President of Canadian Numismatic Association (now 
Royal Canadain Numismatic Assocaition), Canadian Paper Money Society, Province of 
Quebec Numismatic Association, Sherbrooke Coin Club, Montreal Coin Club, Buffalo 
Coin Club, New England Numismatic Association, Antiquarian & Numismatic Society 
(Montreal—he was Life Governor and Trustee), American Vecturist Association, New 
Zealand Numismatic Society, Order & Medals Society of Great Britain, Token & Medal 
Society, Proof & Assay Society, CAWMC, and Border Coin Club and probably some not 
listed here. He held other executive roles in many of these organizations as well. Doug 
was recipient of many awards. Doug received numerous numismatic awards. 


In 1966 Doug established the J. Douglas Ferguson Award for outstanding service to 
Canadian numismatics. He set up a trust fund to finance this award, and in 1971 the 
J. Douglas Ferguson Historical Research Foundation was formed, which assists 
numismatic research. Doug has acquired over 100,000 coins (including a specialty in 
ancient and mediaeval coins), tokens, medals, paper money and related documents — 
his collection was one of the world’s best numismatic collections in its day. The 
Canadian section was the largest and most complete ever assembled. In 1963-65 the 
Bank of Canada acquired almost all of Doug’s collection. Doug was an avid researcher 
and numismatic writer and guest speaker. [stayed tuned for more stories in future ~ 
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
